Margaret  Cole,  Bucks  County,  has  6  years'  club  work  to  her 
credit,  and  has  participated  in  the  clothing,  foods  and  health,  room 
improvement,  canning,  .junior  flower  club,  and  other  home-economics' 
projects.  Last  year  she  was  able  to  do  half  of  the  family  canning  for 
her  mother.  Margaret  nas  given  demonstrations  in  clothing  work,  been 
a  member  of  several  demonstration  teams,  and  exhibited  her  projects 
several  times.  She  Las  been  president  of  the  county  4-H  Council,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  county  camp  committee,  a  leader  in  her  local  club,  and 
participates  in  numerous  county-wide  activities. 


Mabel  E,  Hewer,  Northampton  County,  during  her  8  years  in  club 
work  has  completed'  the  requirements  for  11  projects,  including  canning, 
baking,  meal  planning,  foods  and  health,  and  clothing.  In  her  exhibits 
she  has  shown  bread,  clothing,  and  canning.

Barbara  Fenner,  Providence  County,  Became  interested  7  years 
ago  in  can’iing,  gardening,  clothing,  health,  handicraft,  home  improve¬ 
ment,  and  leadership  work.  Barbara  makes  her  own  clothes,  has  charge 
of  a  sewing  club  of  10  younger  girls,  has  made  three  State  and  nine 
county  exhibits  of  her  work,  is  an  All  Star  member,  and  has  held  every 
office  in  her  club. 


Margaret  Edna  Koldsworth.,  Providence  County,  has  9  years’  club 
work  to  her  credit  including  poultry,  dairy,  leadership,  canning,  and 
clothing.  Her  record  keeping  has  proved  helpful,  as  her  people  have 
been  able  to  cull  many  cows  that  the  records  proved  to  be  poor.  It 
has  often  been  difficult  to  keep  records  which  involve  so  much  figur¬ 
ing  of  grain  prices,  ratios,  etc.,  but  it  was  good  mathematical  train¬ 
ing  and  valuable.  She  is  leader  of  her  club.  The  girls  work  together 
willingly,  and  last  year,  at  the  State  fair,  demonstrated  the  making 
of  cookies  and  exhibited  a  brother  and  sister  suit  they  had  made  to¬ 
gether.  She  has  filled  all  the  offices  in  her  club. 


Alexanders.  Simmons,  Newport  County,  began  club  work  10  years 
ago  with  pigs  as  his  first  project.  About  3  years  later,  after  selling 
the  pigs,  he  started  daily  work  with  a  purebred  Holstein  and  has  con¬ 
tinued  in  this  line  during  the  past  7  years.

He  is  now  plan¬ 
ning  a  roadside  stand  where  he  can  sell  milk,  eggs,  butter,  and  dressed 
poultry.  He  has  been  secretary  of  his  club  for  2  years.

Arvid  Ambur,  Lyman  County,  has  made  good  progress  with  his  4-H 
heef  project,  feeding  out  one  or  more  steers  each  yrar  and  at  the  same 
time  raising  some  heef  heifers  to  develop  a  herd.  He  has  been  reporter, 
vice  president,  and  president  of  the  baby-beef  club  and  now  serves  as 
assistant  leader.  Arvid  has  helped  to  organize  programs  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  raising  money  to  send  members  of  the  club  to  the  summer  camp 
and  State  club  week.  He  has  taken  special  interest  in  livestock  judging. 


Marian  Bonde,  Brown  County,  now  in  her  eighth  year  of  club  work, 
has  completed  projects  in  clothing,  home  furnishings,  and  foods.  In 
addition,  she  has  done  a  large  amount  of  work  in  the  field  of  food 
preservation  and  the  conservation  of  wildlife.  She  serves  as  leader 
of  a  group  of  younger  girls.  On  many  occasions  she  has  been  a  member 
of  a  demonstration  team  and  now  coaches  teams.  Marian  has  been  vice 
president  of  the  State  4-H  Members'  Association  and  has  been  active  in 
the  women' s  self-governing  association  and  leadership  club  at  the  col¬ 
lege  where  she  is  taking  a  teacher' s  training  course.

She  is 
the  eldest  of  three  children,  and  a  typical  club  member  to  whom  club 
work  has  meant  much.  On  the  best  all-round  county  record,  Mary  has 
excelled.  She  has  successfully  exhibited  her  sewing  as  well  as  her 
canned  products  at  the  fair  and  lias  participated  in  style  dress  revues. 
She  was  junior  leader  and  president  of  her  club  and  chairman  of  the 
County  Council  in  1937. 


Rose  Ferguson,  Roane  County,  has  done  much  to  make  farm  living 
better  and  more  comfortable.  She  has  made  excellent  records  in  gardening, 
clothing,  room  improvement,  and  cooking,  and  carried  out  the  health 
habits.  Rose  makes  clothes  for  her  family  when  she  has  time,  and  has 
been  able  to  dress  attractively  at  low  cost  because  of  her  ability  to 
sew.  She  has  redecorated  the  living  room,  renovated  the  furniture,  and 
improved  her  bedroom,  making  it  entirely  over.  Rose  also  has  improved 
the  yard  with  flowers,  shrubs,  and  bulbs.  She  has  canned  461  quarts 
of  food.  In  addition  to  preparing  meals  she  has  specialized  in  making 
cakes  and  rolls.  She  enters  into  all  programs  not  only  in  her  own  but 
in  other  communities,  and  has  exhibited  her  work  at  the  fairs  for  the 
past  3  or  4  years. 


Vernon  Hale,  Hamblen  County ,  in  his  4  years  of  club  work  has 
built  up  a  long  list  of  achievements,  his  chief  interests  being  baby 
beef,  hogs,  and  corn.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  livestock  judging 
team.  Last  year  he  was  outstanding  in  the  production  of  corn.  He  has 
served  his  club  as  president. 


Wallace  Carter,  Humphreys  County,  has  spent  8  years  in  club 
work.  He  started  by  raising  1  acre  of  corn,  he  then  fed  a  pig?  the 
following  year  he  raised  both  corn  and  pig  and  later  branched  out  into 
baby  beef  work.  Wallace  has  exhibited  corn  and  calves  at  the  State 
fair,  and  been  a  member  of  the  livestock  judging  team.  He  has  been 
president  of  his  club  for  3  years  and  a  member  of  the  county  livestock 
judging  team.

Elizabeth  Harrison,  Johnson  County,  has  made  practical  use  of 
her  6  years'  experience  in  canning,  gardening,  clothing,  and  room  im¬ 
provement.  She  does  all  the  family  sewing  and  also  helps  with  the 
canning.  In  addition  to  putting  on  exhibits,  she  has  given  many  demon¬ 
strations,  and  as  a  result  of  her  canning  demonstration  has  sold  to  the 
local  grocer  20  gallons  of  sweet,  sour,  and  crystallized  pickle  made 
from  cucumbers  that  she  raised.  She  has  canned  154  quarts  of  pineapple 
for  a  wholesale  dealer.  Her  room-improvement  work  has  included  refin¬ 
ishing  floors,  helping  her  father  to  put  in  new  windows,  and  painting 
all  the  interior  woodwork.  Starting  with  her  bedroom,  her  efforts  have 
resulted  in  the  remodeling  of  the  entire  house,  and  many  people  have 
visited  her  home  to  inspect  the  improvements  she  has  made.  Elizabeth 
has  filled  all  the  offices  of  her  club. 


J.  D.  Jordan,  Mason  County,  who  lives  on  a  2000-acre  farm  has 
experienced  and  enjoyed  8  years  of  club  work,  specializing  in  baby 
beeves.  He  has  fed  out  48  Hereford  calves,  and  done  some  excellent 
work  in  judging  many  classes  of  livestock.  At  both  State  and  National 
shows  he  ha.s  exhibited  fat  steers  many  times,  encountering  and  over¬ 
coming  difficulties  in  getting  the  stock  to  their  destination  -  in  1935 
he  took  a  calf  to  Kansas  City,  Mo. ,  in  a  pick-up  and  its  nurse  cow  in 
a  trailer.  On  the  850-mile  trip  his  father  and  the  county  agent  accom¬ 
panied  him:  it  rained  during  700  miles  of  the  850.  He  owns  several 
head  of  purebred  Kerefords.  He  has  helped  to  make  some  improvements 
around  the  home  besides  building  a  calf  barn. 


Pauline  Miller,  Wharton  County,  has  had  a  part  in  nearly  every 
phase  of  4-H  club  work  during  her  7  years'  membership  -  poultry,  room 
improvement ,  canning,  and  gardening.  Her  yard  has  become  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  in  good  arrangement  and  in  the  selection  and  care  of  plants.  She 
has  helped  to  plan  and  select  the  varieties  of  fruit  for  the  orchard, 
grown  2869  pounds  of  vegetables  and  canned  333  containers  herself  and 
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helped  with  the  rest  of  the  gardening  and  canning.  Her  father  made 
her  a  bedroom  by  enclosing  one  end  of  the  porch.  She  helped  with  the 
planning  and  was  on  hand  with  the  actual  building  too,  and  painted  the 
woodwork.  Pauline  has  exhibited  her  club  work,  and  has  helped  many 
people  because  of  her  clothing  project.  Each  year  she  has  had  a  flock 
of  chickens  that  has  contributed  toward  her  college  expenses.  She  has 
made  most  of  her  clothes,  Pauline  filled  the  various  offices  in  her 
club . 
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Frederick  J.  Allen,  Chittenden  County,  in  addition  to  special¬ 
izing  in  the  4-H  fairy  uroject  during  his  9  years'  membership,  has  done 
work  in  gardening,  handicrafts,  potato  growing,  and  maple-sugar  making. 
He  has  participated  in  judging  cattle,  giving  demonstrations  in  "Testing 
milk,"  "Putting  together  a  bee-hive,"  and  "Feeds  and  their  value." 

Among  his  exhibits  have  been  "Forestry  practices,"  and  "The  model  road¬ 
side  stand."  In  1933  he  had  the  best  4-H  potato-growing  record  as  well 
as  the  best  secretary1 s  report  in  the  county.  When  Frederick  first 
entered  a  4-H  club,  he  made  a  hotbed  and  a  large  coldframe  for  trans¬ 
planting.

James  J.  Anderson,  Washington  County,  who  lives  on  a  100-acre 
farm,  has  ma.de  practical  use  of  his  7  years'  club  work  in  poultry,  handi¬ 
craft,  forestry  and  dairying.  His  work  at  home  has  included  building  a 
wind  charger  for  batteries  and  lights,  a  lathe  table  and  power-saw 
equipment,  and  a  trailer.  James  has  given  demonstrations  in  handicraft, 
grading  eggs,  and  the  Babcock  test  for  butterfat  in  milk.  He  has  filled 
the  club  offices  of  vice  president,  secretary,  and  reporter. 


Rachel  Fowler,  Bennington  County,  is  completing  her  ninth  year 
in  club  work,  her  projects  having  included  4-H  f oods-health,  clothing, 
forestry,  and  junior  leadership.

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of  a  demonstration  team.  Her  room- improvement  work  has  consisted  of 
refinishing  chairs,  making  bureaus  and  dressing  table  from  orange 
crates,  and  making  curtains,  sheets,  pillowcases  and  other  articles 
for  her  room.  Irene  was  elected  to  the  County  4-H  Council,  has  acted 
as  assistant  to  the  regular  leader,  and  has  held  every  office  in  her 
club . 
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Guy  P .  Poole,  Buckingham  County,  a  club  member  of  8  years'  stand¬ 
ing  has  carried  the  following  projects:  Poultry,  potatoes,  tobacco, 
corn,  and  gardening.  In  addition  to  the  judging  work  which  he  has  done 
at  the  fairs  he  has  exhibited  corn  each  year  during  the  past  3  years, 
having  been  quite  successful  with  his  corn  project  which  he  carried  for 
4  years.

In  addition  to  judging  foods  and  clothing,  has  given  demonstrations  in 
"quick  breads"  and  "cutting  out  a  dress,"  and  exhibited  her  clothing 
work  at  the  style  dress  revue.
